If, after a night's (ravel by rail in 
foreign lands, you were to find your- 
self | i.i'.sinj; through a tract of 
strange scenery, cofltumet, and archi- 
tecture, you might be much puzzled 
to know what country you were in. 
But if from some tall lower 01 
there lloated a national Hag you 
could learn -your whereabouts with 
reasonable certainty from its colors 
and their arrangement. 

Again, if you were at sea and a 
vessel hove in sitfht, the shrewdest 
sailor might he unable lo tell her 
country by her looks, but if a 
Hag went soaring to her peak and 
Itl Colon and emblems were unfurl- 
ed to the breeze she would stand 
revealed the Boating fragment of 
Mime known nation. 

A Mag, then, is the visible tan- 
gible symbol of nationality. All the 
dignity, protection, honor, power, 
and glory of a nation are signalized 
in that woven fabric of colored 
bunting, To it, as the visible pics 
ence Oi a nation, other nations pay 
honor, and to It, as the visible pies 
ence Of their nation, its own people 
Should pay honor. 

Necessary as the Hag is on shore, 
it should be most reverently regard 
ed on shipboard and especially OB a 
man ol wai. ,\ warship tarries her 
Hag into the presence oi other Hags; 
her nationality into the presence of 
other nations. Her purpo: 
extend her nation's protection to 

those who are entitled to It, and to 
that her nation is proper!]

other nations whose official Hags, fly- 
ing from men-of-war in port, reveal 
them to be present. Seventeen 
guns are fired for an admiral, fif- 
teen for a vice-admiral, thirteen for 
a i ear-admiral, and eleven for a 
commodore. As (he salule is tired 
the flag of the nation to which the 
officer belongs is unfurled at the 
fore. 

Such a salute is always returned 
gun for gun by the ship of the 
Officer saluted. If the visiting man- 
of war carries a Hag officer, thai is 
lo say an admiral, vice-admiral, nai 
admiral, or commodore, he in turn 
is saluted by all the other warships 
prcscnl, according to his rank. 
These salutes, one must always 
remember, are not mere explosions 
of gunpowder, but thunderous pro 
damations of friendship and good 
will. 

Sometimes there are misunder- 
standings, mistakes, or imagined 
slights which require explanation 
and apology. Some \eais ago our 
biggest ship, (hen flagship of the 

North Atlantic Squadron . steamed 

one bright forenoon into the port of 
La Guayra, where a small British 
cruiser was anchored. Our flagship 
Hew a rear-admiral's flag, yet when 
she dropped anchor there boomed 
forth from (he British vessel only 
eleven guns. It was only a mm 
modorcs salute, so our flagship 
made no reply. 

Alter waiting some hours the 
Englishman sent over an officer to 
learn why his salute had nol been 

returned. Our admiral politely 

replied that he did not know for 

whom the eleven guns were Intend- 
ed, but was holding himself in 
readiness to return a thirte. 
salule whenever it was fired. Soon 
thirteen guns were tired from the 
British cruiser and promptly re- 
turned by our flagship. 

1 1 was a custom until very 

>et ently to distinguish personal 
Salutes lo officials afloat from tl 
Officials ashore by hoisting (he jib 
for the former while the salute was 
being tired. Hut as modern men- 
of war often have no sails al all, 
the custom seems to have been 
abandoned by common consent. 

When a man of war sojourns in a 
foreign port .she cclebralcs the na 
lional holidays of (he eoimlry. and 
Of Other Countries whose warships 
ire present, by '•dressing ship.'' 
All Ihe signal Hags she has are lied 
to ropes and stretched fiom mast 
head to mastilBad, M from mast 
heads to yard arms, while al the 
mainmast head is hoisted the flag of 
the country honored. No Hags of 
nations can be used for dressing 
between mastheads or on the yards.

Indignity, but if a warship has more 
than one tTUUt she hoisls her own 
colors at all mastheads except the 
main. Stretching signal flags from

"dressing ship rainbow," and from

When a ship has not signal Hags 
enough, or when Ihe wealhei 
other circumstances do nol warrant 
full holiday attire, she dresses with 
national colors only at all n 
heads, those ol the counlry honored 
being at the main and her own at 
the others. 

An officer is usually sent from a 
warship or from (he authorities on 
shore (he day before a national holi- 
day to announce it to other war 
ships an. I request (hem to dress 
ship. Not long ago. when one ot 
our men-of w.u was lying in the 
hatboi of Montevideo she was ie 

quested by (he Urugayans to dress 

ship for their national holiday of 

the 25th ol May. At Ihe same 

lime a simil.u ie(|iies( tame trom 

the Argentine man ol w.u in that 

poll for Ihe same honor; for the 



25th of May is the joint anniversary 
of the independence of those two 
countries before they separated from 
each other. 

The situation was perplexing. 
both nations had to be equally hon- 
ored, Hie Hag of one could not 
be hoisted over that of the other, 
nor could their Hags be hoisted at 
different mastheads, for in either 
case there would be discrimination. 
The difficulty was overcome by 
hoisting the Hags of both nations 
side by side at the mainma.st head, 
and but one national salute was 
fired at noon, which could be 
claimed by either nation. 

The official presence of royalty 
afloat is always the occasion for 
dressing ship. At the same time a 
ship's yards and rail are manned by 
sailors standing at arm's length apart 
upon them and touching hands. 
Life-lines art- rove breast-high above 
the yards and rail, by which the 
sailors hold on to keep from falling. 

Merchant vessels in passing w.u 
ships salute by dipping their flags, 
ami the salute is always returned 
in the same way, but warships 
seldom dip to each other, for it is 
nol considered a suitable salute as 
between armed vessels. 

All Christian nations recognise a 

day when their Hags should float 
humbly, and when their noisy 
greetings should be hushed before 

ihe omnipotent Creator of their 
earthly greatness. When a man-of- 
war comes into port on Sunday her 
salutes of greeting are deferred until 
Monday. When -a national holiday 
falls on Sunday its celebration is 
deferred until the following day. 

Ami on our warships, when divine 
Service is held, the Hag, during its 

continuance, is towered to float

Children With Impaired Hearing; 
Must Be Reported for Treatment 



Every child under six years of age 
who is totally deaf or whose hearing 
is Impaired must be reported to the 

Slate Commissioner of Health under 

ihe provisions of Chapter 856, Laws 
of 1936, effective immediately. This 
law requires every attending or , 
suiting physician, nurse, parent or 
guardian having charge of any such 
minor lo report at once the name. 

and residence of the child to the State 

Commissioner of Health and to furnish 
such additional information as the com- 
missioner shall require. 

if, on investigation, the commis- 
sioner finds (he chiltl is not receiv- 
ing adequate care and treatment he is 

required to report the facts to the 

appropriate welfare or other official or 

icy which may provide care and 

treatment. In cases referred to the 
welfare officer, the tost of such nietli 
cal or surgical care and treatment 
as is needed antl which (he parent is 
unable to provide shall be .a charge 
nst (he local public welfare 
district. 

The UM provides further that the 
Stale Commissioner of lleallh shall, 
in each instance, notify the State 
Commissioner of Kduca'tion of his 
dispostion of the case together with 

the name of Ihe official oi agency lo 

which it was referred, The Comis- 
sioner of Education, when in his 

judgment it is desirable, shall com- 
municate to the parent, guardian,
